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LETTER  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Dear  Colleagues, 

As  we  approach  the  end  of  this  active 
1966-67  academic  year,  I  wish  I  could 
convey  how  interesting,  challenging, 
and  rewarding  alumnae  work  can  be  so 
that  more  would  become  personally 
involved.  Confident  that  there  are 
hundreds  of  you  who  have  something 
very  special  to  contribute  to  any  or- 
ganization, I  think  how  wonderful  for 
the  College  if  your  talents,  intelligence 
and  energy  could  be  channeled  toward 
the  Mary  Washington  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation —  with  a  membership  of  over 
8,000,  look  at  the  potential! 

Granted,  all  can't  hold  an  office  nor 
serve  in-committee;  but  each  of  you 
can  show  your  interest  in  some  fashion. 
One  thing  everyone  can  do  is  consider 
the  candidates  (listed  in  this  magazine) 
and  CAST  YOUR  BALLOT  NOW  for 
your* representation  on  the  Board. 

Now,  may  I  tell  you  about  our  most 
important  project  of  the  year?  (Due  to 
publication  deadline,  this  brings  you 
up-to-date  on  developments  only 
through  March). 

In  1965  a  study  was  made  on  Control 


and  Coordination  of  Higher  Education 
in  Virginia.  At  the  conclusion,  Dr. 
John  Dale  Russell,  Director  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Higher  Education  Study  Com- 
mission and  a  nationally  noted  educa- 
tional consultant,  made  a  report  which 
commended  leaders  in  Virginia  for 
having  maintained  a  general  policy  of 
providing  degree-granting  institutions 
with  separate  Boards.  Mary  Washing- 
ton College  was  cited  as  an  exception. 
The  report  further  stated  that  the  Col- 
lege enjoys  relatively  few  advantages 
from  its  relationship  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  some  disadvantages. 
The  final  statement  that,  "If  either 
the  College  or  the  University  were 
headed  by  a  chief  executive  officer  with 
less  agreeable  personality  and  with  less 
willingness  to  cooperate,  the  situation 
would  probably  deteriorate  rapidly 
and  a  change  might  be  forced  quickly," 
was  the  cause  of  much  concern  among 
our  alumnae  and  others. 

Rather  than  come  to  hasty  conclu- 
sions, we  decided  that  while  no  crisis 
existed  we  should  make  our  own  study

U.S. -INDIA  EXCHANGE  PROFESSORS  ANNOUNCED 


Two  visiting  professors  from  India 
will  teach  at  Mary  Washington  College 
during  the  next  session  and  one  of  our 
associate  professors  will  become  a 
member  of  the  faculty  at  Miranda 
House  in  New  Delhi  under  the  U.S.- 
India Women's  College  Exchange  Pro- 
gram. 

Mrs.  Zeba  Bashiruddin  of  Univer- 
sity Women's  College,  Hyderabad, 
India,  is  scheduled  to  teach  three 
courses  during  the  first  semester,  and 
will  probably  be  available  as  a  guest 
lecturer  in  other  classes  and  at  informal 
student  gatherings.  Juniors  and  seniors 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  about 
Indian  philosophy  or  art  from  a  native 
of  the  country  whose  background  and 
education  have  given  her  a  rich  appre- 
ciation of  both.  Or  they  may  find  her 
course  in  twentieth  century  literature, 
taught  from  a  non-western  approach, 
a  challenging  contrast  to  other  English 
courses. 

Since  1959,  Mrs.  Bashiruddin,  who 
holds  a  B.A.  and  a  M.A.  from  Osmania 
University,  Hyderabad,  has  been  a 
lecturer  in  English  and  general  educa- 
tion in  the  University  Women's  College, 
part  of  the  Hyderabad  University  Cam- 
pus. She  is  completing  her  doctoral 
dissertation  on  "The  Negro  in  William 
Faulkner"  under  an  American  Studies 
Research  Center  Fellowship,  and  hopes 
during  her  year  in  America  to  collect 
additional  material  on  the  subject.  She 
is  the  author  of  several  feature  articles, 
longer  articles  and  poems  published  in 


Indian  magazines.  Mrs.  Bashiruddin, 
who  is  the  mother  of  two  children,  will 
teach  at  Elmira  College  in  New  York 
state  after  leaving  MWC. 

During  the  second  semester,  Mrs. 
Ranga  Kapoor  of  Delhi  will  come  to 
MWC  from  Elmira  College,  which  also 
participates  in  the  Indian  Exchange 
Program.  Mrs.  Kapoor  received  an  A.B. 
and  a  M.A.  in  English  from  Delhi  Uni- 
versity and  since  1960  has  been  a  lec- 
turer in  English  at  Indraprastha  College 
for  Women.  She  also  holds  a  certificate 
in  French  and  was  awarded  the  Best 
Honors  Student  prize  at  Miranda  House, 
Delhi  University,  in  1958.  She  has 
taken  courses  in  English  language 
teaching  given  by  U.  S.  Agency  for  In- 
ternational Development  and  the  British 
Council  and  has  conducted  a  radio 
seminar  on  Henry  James  in  Tamil  for 
the  Voice  of  America. 

Mrs.  Kapoor  will  teach  three  courses 
for  the  English  Department:  1)  Indian 
literature,  2)  nineteenth  or  twentieth 
century  literature,  and  3)  the  novel. 
While  the  first  two  are  restricted  to 
juniors  and  seniors,  sophomores  will 
enroll  for  the  third  course. 

Before  assuming  their  teaching  duties 
at  colleges  in  the  United  States,  both 
Mrs.  Bashiruddin  and  Mrs.  Kapoor 
will  attend,  on  a  Danforth  Foundation 
grant,  the  summer  session  at  the  U.  of 
Colorado.  This  will  acquaint  them  with 
the  educational  and  cultural  program 
of  an  American  university  and  with  an- 
other section  of  the  country. 


Named  to  represent  MWC  in  India  is 
Dr.  Lewis  P.  Fickett,  Jr.,  member  of  the 
political  science  department,  who  will 
teach  courses  in  his  field  and  continue 
personal  research  on  the  Praja  Socialist 
Party  of  India.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Bowdoin  College  and  holds  the  LLB 
degree  from  Harvard  Law  School  and 
a  master's  and  Ph.D.  from  Harvard's 
school  of  public  administration.  Last 
summer  he  attended  the  Institute  in 
Indian  Civilization  at  Osmania  Univer- 
sity in  Hyderabad  and  in  1965  he  parti- 
cipated in  the  University  of  Virginia's 
Summer  Institute  for  Asian  Studies. 
He  read  a  paper  on  the  Praja  Socialist 
Party  of  India  at  the  Regional  Con- 
ference on  Asian  Studies  held  at  MWC 
on  Feb.  3  and  4. 

Before  joining  the  MWC  faculty  in 
1963,  Dr.  Fickett  taught  at  Northeastern 
University  and  served  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  State's  Foreign  Service  Office 
in  Bonn.  Germany  and  Algiers,  Algeria. 
He  is  the  fourth  member  of  the  MWC 
faculty  to  participate  in  the  program. 
He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Constance 
Marsh  '64,  expect  to  leave  for  India 
early  in  June.

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DR.  EDWARD  ALVEY,  JR.,  WILL  RETIRE  AS  DEAN 


"But  with  flag  still  flying.' 


The  Dean's  office  on  the  second  floor 
of  George  Washington  Hall  will  be  dif- 
ferent during  the  session  of  1967-1968, 
for  Dr.  Edward  Alvey,  Jr.,  will  not  be 
there.  He  is  retiring  as  Dean  at  the 
end  of  the  summer  session. 

Those  of  us  who  have  known  and 
loved  Dean  Alvey  during  the  past  years 
find  it  hard  to  believe  that  he  has 
reached  retirement  age.  He  still  looks 
as  alert  as  ever;  he  still  has  the  same 
outgoing  personality;  he  can  still  en- 
liven faculty  meetings— those  dismal 
occasions  — with  his  inimitable  wit  and 
his  gift  for  story-telling.  And  he  can  still 
be  what  he  has  been  for  so  long,  a 
source  of  inspiration  and  advice  for 
both  faculty  and  students. 

No  problem  has  been  too  trivial,  no 
complaint  has  been  too  unreasonable  to 
meet  with  his  unfailing  courtesy  and 
consideration.  Here  again,  his  wit  has 
been  frequently  mingled  with  his  wis- 
dom. On  one  occasion  an  irate  parent 
wanted  to  know  why  his  daughter  was 
not  getting  better  grades.  When  Dean 
Alvey  asked  me  about  her  work  in 
my  course,  I  said,  "I  can  tell  you  the 
reason,  but  I  am  afraid  you  can't  tell 
her  father.  She  just  isn't  very  smart." 
Dean  Alvey's  eyes  twinkled.  He  said, 
"I'll  just  write  him  that  she  is  not  a 
strong  student." 

Edward  Alvey,  Jr.  was  born  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  attended  the  public 
schools  there.  All  three  of  his  degrees 
—  B.A.,  M.A.,  Ph.D.  — came  from  the 
University  of  Virginia.  (To  speak  of 
"the  University  of  Virginia,  Charlottes- 
ville Branch"  is  one  of  his  favorite 
jokes.)  For  a  brief  time  he  was  a  high 
school  principal  at  Hot  Springs,  Vir- 
ginia. From  there  he  went  to  the  Uni- 


versity of  Virginia  as  an  instructor  in  a 
new  teacher  education  program  then 
being  established.  He  was  in  charge  of 
the  student  teaching  program  in  English 
when,  in  1934,  he  came  to  Mary  Wash- 
ington College  as  Dean  — a  position  that 
he  has  held  ever  since. 

Dean  Alvey  has  received  many  dis- 
tinctions. At  the  University  of  Virginia 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Raven  Society, 
Phi  Delta  Kappa,  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
Since  his  college  days  he  has  served 
as  chairman  ot  the  Education  Section, 
Virginia  Academy  of  Science;  State 
Chairman  of  the  War  Savings  Program 
in  Schools  and  Colleges  (1941-1946, 
with  a  Treasury  Department  citation); 
Chairman  of  the  Virginia  Beta  Council 
and  National  Beta  Club.  He  has  also 
received  the  Phi  Delta  Kappa  Service 
Key  award  for  outstanding  service  to 
education  in  Virginia. 

His  publications  include  the  "Annual 
Review  of  Education"  published  in  the 
Americana  Annual  each  year  since 
1934  and  the  article  on  "Education  in 
the  Twentieth  Century"  in  the  latest 
edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Americana. 
In  1964  he  made  a  study  tour  of  educa- 
tional systems  in  the  Soviet  countries 
of  Eastern  Europe.  At  present  he  is 
chairman  of  the  Association  of  Aca- 
demic Deans  of  the  Southern  States. 
Recently  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  Virginia 
State  Board  of  Education  to  revise  the 
requirements  for  State  Teachers'  Certi- 
fication. 

He  has  always  helped  Mary  Washing- 
ton to  maintain  close  ties  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  and  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  introduction  of  the 
University  Honor  system  here.  During 
the  final  illness  of  the  late  President 
Combs  he  was  the  ranking  official  here 
and  worked  closely  with  President 
Darden  of  the  University. 

Nor  has  Dean  Alvey  confined  himself 
to  academic  activities.  He  is  a  Past 
President  of  the  Fredericksburg  Kiwanis 
Club  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Fredericksburg  Presby- 
terian Church.  He  was  at  one  time  an 
ardent  tennis  player,  and  he  was  a  fre- 
quent participant  in  the  productions  of 
the  Mary  Washington  Players— he  re- 
members particularly  The  Taming  of 
the  Shrew,  Twelfth  Night,  and  Barrie's 
Quality  Street.   Because  of  his  acting

he  was  made  a  member  of  the  national 
honorary  dramatics  fraternity  Alpha 
Psi  Omega.  He  has  not  acted  now  for 
some  time,  but  he  is  still  the  first  person 
backstage  to  congratulate  the  cast  after 
current  productions. 

His  zest  for  learning  has  certainly  not 
been  touched  by  his  years.  During  the 
session  of  1965-66  he  enrolled  in  a  be- 
ginning Spanish  class  at  Mary  Washing- 
ton, and  this  session  he  is  continuing 
with  intermediate  Spanish.  During  the 
summer  of  1966  he  accompanied  a 
group  of  Mary  Washington  students  to 
Spain. 

Mrs.  Alvey,  the  former  Frances  Ellen 
McClintic,  has  long  been  a  familiar 
figure  on  the  campus  and,  with  her  own 
distinct  and  highly  flavored  personality, 
has  been  a  notable  supplement  to  the 
Dean.  They  have  entertained  many 
faculty  and  student  groups  in  their 
home.  Nor  should  their  daughter  Ellen 
Alvey  Montllor  be  forgotten.  She  now 
lives  in  Guadalajara,  Mexico,  with  her 
husband,  the  American  Consul-General. 
There  are  three  grandchildren;  the 
oldest,  Pamela,  has  already  declared 
her  intention  of  coming  to  Mary  Wash- 
ington. 

Another  of  Dean  Alvey's  favorite 
jokes  concerns  the  Dean  who  charged 
too  high  a  fee  for  a  public  appearance. 
"Couldn't  we  get  something  lower  than 
a  Dean"  asked  a  member  of  the  respon- 
sible committee.  Another  member  of 
the  committee  replied,  "There  is 
nothing  lower  than  a  Dean."  With  Dean 
Alvey  in  mind,  we  might  reverse  that 
statement  and  say,  "There  \s  nothing 
higher  than  a  Dean." 

Though  he  will  not  be  in  the  Dean's 
office,  we  shall  not  be  deprived  of  Dr. 
Alvey's  presence  on  the  Mary  Washing- 
ton campus  altogether.  He  plans  to  con- 
tinue teaching  in  the  Department  of 
Education.  "An  Admiral,  on  leaving 
the  Navy,  is  supposed  to  haul  down  his 
flag",  he  remarked  at  a  recent  faculty 
meeting.  "But  I  refuse  to  lower  my  flag." 

He  will  be  succeeded  as  Dean  by  the 
present  Associate  Dean,  Dr.  R.  W. 
Whidden.

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PLACEMENT  BUREAU  ADOPTS  GRAD  SYSTEM 


"Now  every  experienced  graduate 
can  put  his  qualifications  before  em- 
ployers from  coast  to  coast  — with  com- 
puter speed  and  without  cost,"  so  says 
Miss  Isabel  Gordon,  Secretary  of  Place- 
ment, who  makes  no  effort  to  hide  her 
enthusiasm  for  a  new  service  her  office 
is  making  available  to  Mary  Washington 
alumnae. 

Known  as  the  GRAD  System,  it  is,  in 
its  most  simple  terms,  a  computer  pro- 
gram designed  to  permit  experienced 
college  graduates  to  make  their  quali- 
fications known  to  employers  seeking 
to  fill  positions  which  are  open. 

"Not  since  the  advent  of  the  COL- 
LEGE PLACEMENT  ANNUAL  almost 
ten  years  ago  has  such  a  revolutionary 
concept  come  upon  the  college  place- 
ment and  recruitment  scene,"  Miss 
Gordon  continues.  "And  it  is  perhaps 
no  surprise  that  the  College  Place- 
ment Council,  publisher  of  the  AN- 
NUAL, is  representing  us  in  this  new, 
non-profit  program." 

Mary  Washington  graduates  who 
have  gone  through  the  frustrating  busi- 
ness of  circulating  resume's  to  em- 
ployers and  then  awaiting  results  can 
appreciate  what  the  new  service  can 
offer.  Employers,  for  their  part,  will 
find  it  eye-opening  to  be  able  to  search 
the  qualifications  of  thousands  of  candi- 
dates is  mere  seconds— even  "converse" 
with  the  electronic  file  until  they  get 
exactly  what  they  want.  The  21  major 
search  items  available  to  employers  are 
teamed  with  a  thesaurus  of  occupa- 
tional skills  so  extensive  that  the  Coun- 
cil believes  it  the  most  sophisticated 
means  of  selection  yet  devised. 

Key  to  the  dramatic  new  system  is 
the  College  Placement  Council's  role 
as  the  corporation  placement  directors 
and  employers  formed  a  decade  ago  to 
assist  themselves  in  doing  a  better  job 
for  the  student  and  alumnus.  In  the 
CPC,  as  it  is  commonly  known,  over 
1000  colleges  and  universities  together 
with  more  than  2000  employers  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  foster  co- 
operation between  campus  and  com- 
pany through  such  projects  as  the 
GRAD  program. 

Gone  for  candidates  under  the  new 
service  are  such  problems  as  how  to 
make  their  qualifications  known  to  a 
broad  spectrum  of  employers  or  how  to 
avoid  the  onerous  and  time-consuming 


business  of  mailing  numerous  resumes 
and  then  awaiting  results. 

In  operation,  the  GRAD  system  is 
uncomplicated  (the  name,  by  the  way, 
stemming  from  "Graduate  Resume 
Accumulation  and  Distribution").  An 
alumna  interested  in  finding  new  em- 
ployment communicates  directly  with 
the  MWC  placement  office.  If  Miss 
Gordon  and  her  staff  feel  that  the 
GRAD  program  will  be  of  value  to  the 
individual  in  question,  the  candidate  is 
given  an  instruction  sheet  and  four- 
page  resume  form,  which  she  has  com- 
pleted and  neatly  typed,  since  it  will 
be  photocopied  in  its  original  form  for 
distribution  by  the  Data  Center  of  the 
College  Placement  Council.  Bethlehem, 
Pa.  The  service  is  free  to  the  candidate. 

At  the  Data  Center  of  the  Council, 
each  re'sume  forwarded  by  an  alumna  is 
analyzed  both  in  terms  of  present  (or 
most  recent)  employment  and  of  pre- 
vious experience.  Twenty-one  key 
factors  are  extracted  from  the  informa- 
tion and  entered  into  an  electronic 
file  at  a  vast  computer  center  some  60 
miles  from  the  Council  offices  in  Beth- 
lehem, Pa.  The  original  re'sume  is  mi- 
crofilmed to  be  retrieved  almost  im- 
mediately upon  receipt  of  an  employer 
order. 

All  over  the  country,  employers  are 
beginning  to  call  upon  the  GRAD 
System  to  assist  their  search  for  capable 
executive  talent.  They  have  at  their 
disposal  the  thesaurus  of  GRAD  terms 


which  enables  them  to  establish  rapidly 
the  best  description  of  the  position 
open. 

Employers  using  a  teletype  unit  to 
query  the  GRAD  System  have  almost 
immediate  access  to  the  electronic 
file,  can  phrase  their  own  questions  and 
obtain  an  equally  prompt  response. 
In  a  typical  use,  an  employer  may  in- 
quire for  applicants  on  the  basis  of 
six  or  eight  selectors  — all  in  English 
since  the  system  does  not  require  codes. 
Hardly  has  his  question  been  completed 
on  the  teletype  when  the  machine  be- 
gins to  chatter  in  response,  and  he  is 
told,  for  example,  that  83  alumni  whose 
qualifiers  are  in  the  system,  meet  his 
specifications.  This  is  more  than  he 
bargained  for,  but  no  matter.  The  in- 
quiry is  restated  with  more  stringent 
requirements  and  the  number  of  quali- 
fying applicants  now  drops  to  17.  Satis- 
fied, he  types  the  order  to  send  resumes 
on  the  chosen  candidates,  which  is 
electronically  relayed  to  the  Council 
data  center,  and  the  resumes  requested 
are  sent  to  him.  From  this  point  on 
negotiations  are  traditional  with  the 
employer  contacting  those  applicants 
whose  experience  meets  his  needs. 

Before,  during  or  after  the  use  of 
the  GRAD  System,  alumnae  are  free 
to  call  upon  their  placement  office  for 
counsel.  With  the  previous  load  upon 
the  placement  directors  lightened, 
at  least  in  part,  by  the  GRAD  System, 
it  is  hoped  that  even  more  extensive 
counseling  will  be  available  to  alumnae.

DR.  ALAN  S.  PEIRCE 
1909  -  1967 

Dr.  Alan  S.  Peirce,  for  31  years  a  member  of 
the  biology  department  of  MWC,  died  on  Jan- 
uary 18  of  a  heart  ailment.

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MARY  WASHINGTON  AGAIN  HOST 
TO  EXCHANGE  CONFERENCE 


The  conference  of  the  United  States 

-Indian  Women's  Colleges  Exchange 

Program  was  held  at  Mary  Washington 

College   for  the   third   time   on   April 

2-4. 

Attending  the  conference  were 
teachers  involved  in  the  exchange  pro- 
gram, Indian  principals  (presidents), 
administrative  officials  from  partici- 
pating American  colleges  and  con- 
sultants for  governmental  agencies. 
Thus  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
American  teachers  going  to  India  for 
the  1967-68  academic  year  to  confer 
with  officials  from  the  Indian  host 
colleges  and  for  Indian  lecturers  to 
make  recommendations  and  sugges- 
tions resulting  from  their  teaching 
experiences  in  this  country. 

Among  the  topics  discussed  were: 
Conference  Aims;  The  Educational 
System  of  India;  The  Indian  College- 
Its  Functioning  and  Organization; 
What  is  Expected  of  the  Visiting  Ameri- 
can Teacher;  How  to  be  Creative  in 
an  Unfamiliar  Environment;  Living 
Arrangements  in  India;  The  Return- 
ing Teacher's  Responsibility  to  Her 
Institution  — What  the  Institution  ex- 
pects of  Her. 

The  Exchange  Program,  established 
three  years  ago  and  planned  for  four 
years,  has  now  been  extended  to  a  fifth 
year.  Dr.  Grellet  C.  Simpson  of  MWC 
was  a  member  of  the  original  team  of 
five  college  presidents  who  went  to 
India  to  help  set  up  the  program,  and 
last  November  he  returned  to  India  as 
a  member  of  an  evaluation  team  and 
visited  the  six  participating  Indian 
colleges.  He  believes  that  the  exchange 
program  has  benefited  the  participat- 
ing colleges  of  both  countries. 

A  conference  similar  to  the  one  at 
MWC  was  held  in  New  Delhi,  India, 
during  the  visit  of  the  evaluation  team 
last  December.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Simp- 
son, MWC  was  represented  by  Miss 
Mary  Ellen  Stephenson  who  was  teach- 
ing at  the  Women's  Christian  College 
in  Madras. 

American  women's  colleges  partici- 
pating include:  Hood,  Elmira,  Agnes 
Scott,  Barnard,  Bennett,  Connecticut, 


Goucher,  Mary  Baldwin,  Mount  Holy- 
oke,  Queens,  Randolph-Macon,  Sweet 
Briar,  Western  College  for  Women, 
Wheaton,  and  Mary  Washington.

Krishen  Khanna's  32'/2"x  41"  canvas 
in  rich  browns  entitled  "Togendia"  is 


an  abstract  painting  inspired  by  the 
artist's  flight  over  an  open  crater  near 
Tokyo.  Krishen  Khanna  was  born  in 
Lyalpur,  Panjab,  in  1925  and  attended 
the  Mayo  School  of  Art  in  Lahore. 
His  paintings  have  been  exhibited  in 
many  shows  and  galleries  and  the  Il- 
lustrated Weekly  of  India,  June  7,  1964, 
calls  him  a  non-objective  painter  of 
note,  saying  "His  is  a  comparatively 
sophisticated,  self-conscious  manipula- 
tion of  tones  and  textures." 

"The  Man  with  a  Bull"  by  Tyeb 
Mehta  is  a  50  x  60"  canvas,  more  tradi- 
tional than  the  former  painting.  Its 
rather  drab  colors  give  it  a  starkness 
representative  of  India,  Miss  Stephen- 
son believes.  Its  creator  was  born  in 
1925  and  studied  painting  at  Sir  J.  J. 
School  of  Art  in  Bombay.  He  has  exhi- 
bited in  a  number  of  galleries  in  India 
and  in  London,  England,  where  he  lived 
for  five  years,  and  at  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  Cambridge, 
Mass.  and  New  Jersey  State  Museum, 
Trenton,  though  he  is  not  as  well 
known  in  America  as  Krishen  Khanna. 

Dr.  Stephenson  completed  her  assign- 
ment in  India  on  March  21,  and  after 
several  weeks  of  travel  will  return  to 
MWC  about  June  1.  She  will  assume  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Department  of 
Modern  Foreign  Languages  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  1967-68  session.

to  ascertain  what  we  believed  was  best 
for  Mary  Washington's  present  and 
future.  This  has  been,  and  continues  to 
be,  a  tedious  but  dedicated  effort. 
We  have  carefully  weighed  the  ad- 
vantages as  well  as  the  disadvantages  of 
a  continuing  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia.  We  have  considered 


the  opinions,  advice  and  experiences 
of  a  number  of  prominent  people  in 
educational  circles.  In  October  we 
had  a  most  pleasant  meeting  with  the 
University  Board,  President  Shannon, 
and  Chancellor  Simpson,  at  which  time 
we  generally  stated  our  concerns  and 
they  their  interest  in  the  College. 

Since  then  we  have  gleaned  infor- 
mation which  assures  us  we  are  not 
content  with  the  status  quo.  (Here  I 
wish  to  emphasize  that  our  conclusions 
are  in  no  way  based  on  personalities. 
We  have  the  deepest  respect  and  high- 
est regard  for  all  members  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors  as  well  as  the  administrators 
of  both  institutions.)  Later  in  the  year 
we  plan  to  meet  with  the  University 
officials  again.  We  shall  request  their 
suggestions  and  ideas  for  a  stronger 
representation  on  the  Board  of  Visitors. 
We  shall  seek  the  status  of  "President," 
responsible  solely  to  the  Board,  for  the 
administrator  of  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege. Our  desire  is  to  become  truly 
coordinate  if  the  relationship  is  con- 
tinued. If  the  officials  are  reluctant 
to  accept  us  as  equal  in  rank  to  the 
University,  or  feel  that  they  are  too 
involved  at  Charlottesville  and  with 
their  branch  operations  to  give  Mary 
Washington  this  status,  then  the  Alum- 
nae Board  believes  the  time  has  come 
for  the  most  serious  consideration  of 
separation.  No  one  we  have  consulted 
has  expressed  any  doubt  about  the  Col- 
lege's ability  to  stand  on  her  own  with 
a  separate  Board  of  Visitors.  (We  would 
welcome  your  questions  or  comments. 
Simply  drop  me  a  line  c/o  MWC 
Alumnae  Association,  Box  1315  — Col- 
lege Station,  Fredericksburg,  Virginia.) 

Of  course  there  isn't  space  in  this 
letter  to  go  into  all  the  facets  of  our 
work.  We  hope  that,  through  the 
Alumnae  News,  you  have  kept  abreast 
of  "what  goes  on." 

Do  come  to  Homecoming  if  at  all 
possible,  especially  if  this  is  your  Re- 
union Year!  (Remember,  you  don't 
have  to  be  a  graduate  to  be  an  alumna). 
Aside  from  having  a  sentimental 
journey  to  a  beautiful  campus,  you'll 
see  why  so  many  of  us  are  enthusiastic 
about  our  alma  mater. 

In  closing,  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  all 
who  have  —  directly  or  indirectly  —  made 
this  year,  as  your  president,  such  a 
gratifying  experience.

Many  of  the  leading  colleges 
and  universities  now  have  endowed 
chairs,  including  our  brother  institu- 
tion, the  University  of  Virginia,  Miss 
Church  pointed  out. 

In  choosing  this  gift,  Miss  Church 
said,  the  Class  is  "looking  forward  to 
helping  maintain  an  increasingly  high 
standard  of  instruction  for  students  in 
future  years.  Class  members  believe  that 
by  having  this  financial  stake  in  the  Col- 
lege's future  academic  program  they,  as 
alumnae,  will  keep  in  closer  contact 
with  their  Alma  Mater  and  its  progress." 

The  insurance  policy,  which  has 
been  paid  for  in  advance  from  the 
class's  gift  fund,  is  on  the  life  of  Susan 
Church.  During  the  years  of  her  life, 
the  cash  building  in  the  policy  will  al- 
ways be  available  for  college  needs. 

A  formal  presentation  of  the  policy 
is  scheduled  to  be  made  at  the  Spring 
Convocation  on  Wednesday,  April 
26,  which  combines  for  the  first  time 
Senior,  Loyalty  and  SGA  Installation 
nights.  The  vote  in  favor  of  the  gift 
was  made  at  a  class  meeting  on  Feb- 
ruary 8. 

The  QUEST  XX  Insurance  Program 
was  adopted  by  the  Alumnae  Associa- 


tion as  a  means  of  making  available  to 
the  College  larger  sums  of  money  for 
special  projects  than  the  annual  fund 
drive  could  provide.  A  number  of  poli- 
cies have  been  given  by  members  of 
the  faculty,  Alumnae  Association,  and 
the  Board  of  Directors.  These  gifts 
and  this  new  Senior  Class  policy  bring 
the  total  of  the  gift  policies  to  $40,500.
